Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  196? ,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  have  no  particular  comment  to  make  on  the  statistical 
section,  which,  as  a  whole,  is  in  line  with  the  National  experience. 
Minor  variations  do  occur,  but  are  not  significant. 

Little  trouble  was  experienced  with  infectious  disease 
except  for  dysentery,  of  which  we  suffered  an  explosive  outbreak  in 
the  winter  of  1966-67.  The  primary  source  of  infection  was  clearly 
in  Leominster  Borough,  but  was  never  identified  -  several  foodshops 
were  implicated  simultaneously  so  that  it  is  probably  that  these 
too  were  secondary  cases.  The  statistical  table  shows  that  whereas 
for  North  Herefordshire  as  a  whole  the  peak  occurred  in  January, 
in  Leominster  and  Wigmore  Rural  District  the  peak  was  in  February, 
tending  to  confirm  the  secondary  nature  of  the  outbreak:  the 
distribution  of  cases  was  likewise  in  a  ring  round  the  Borough. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Emerson  for  his  work  during 
the  year,  and  for  his  excellent  report  on  it  which  contains  a  great 
deal  of  useful  information,  and  also  indicates  how  much  financial 
considerations  are  holding  up  progress.

Periodical  sampling  of  the  Board’s  supplies  is  carried  out 
and  the  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Where 
evidence  of  contamination  is  found  the  Water  Board  is  informed  and 
immediate  steps  taken  to  render  the  water  safe. 

Regular  samples  were  taken  from  the  Richards  Castle  supply 
during  the  year  and  only  once,  during  the  summer,  was  it  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  The  Water  Board  took  steps  to  rectify  the  situation. 

Samples  from  the  Orleton  supply  were  unsatisfactory  at  one 
stage  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  subsequent  sampling  has  been 
satisfactory  however. 

Work  was  started  on  main  laying  for  the  Herefordshire 
Water  Board's  Little  Hereford  and  Brimfield  scheme,  but  due  to 
restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  the  schemes  for  Stoke  Prior, 
Risbury,  etc.  and  Eye  and  Moreton,  were  further  delayed  and  it  is 
still  not  known  when  these  may  be  started. 

The  work  of  checking  individual  supplies  in  Orleton  having 
been  completed,  formal  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  those 
properties  which  had  either  an  unsatisfactory  supply  or  no  supply 
at  all,  and  had  not  remedied  the  situation  as  a  result  of  informal 
notification.  Almost  every  house  in  the  village  now  has  a 
satisfactory  supply  of  water.  In  the  case  of  a  number  of  very 
substandard  houses  which  are  still  occupied,  standpipes  have  been 
provided  where  no  water  was  previously  available. 

Little  checking  of  individual  supplies  in  the  areas  more 
recently  served  by  mains  water  has  been  carried  out  and  it  will  be 
a  considerable  time  before  this  is  completed  due  to  the  large  area 
involved  and  the  amount  of  routine  sampling  which  has  to  be  done. 

Other  Water  Supplies 

Throughout  the  district  a  number  of  houses  are  without 
individual  water  supply,  and  in  parts  without  main  supplies:  water 
is  mainly  from  shallow  wells  and  springs,  often  not  of  a  satisfactory 
quality.

Work  on  the  Luston  and  Yarpole  sewerage  scheme  continued 
during  the  year  but  was  not  completed  by  the  expected  date. 


The  Orleton  scheme  was  started  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  running  fairly  close  to  schedule.  Consent  was  also  received 
to  start  the  Brimfield  section  of  this  scheme. 

Work  was  also  started  on  the  scheme  to  lay  additional 
sqwers  at  Leintwardine  and  provide  disposal  works  to  replace 
the  unsatisfactory  system  of  disposal  of  the  sewage  from  this 
village . 


The  Council’s  programme  for  sewering  the  main  villages 
includes  the  provision  or  improvement  of  public  sewers  in  Bodenham, 
Wigmore,  Brampton  Bryan,  Monkland,  Stoke  Prior,  Shobdon,  and 
Kimbolton. 

Public  sewers  are  also  required  in  Aymestrey,  Hope-under- 
Dinmore,  and  Lingen,  and  the  provision  of  mains  water  supplies  to 
Leinthall  Starkes  and  Leysters  may  reveal  a  need  for  sewers  in 
these  villages  also.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  restrictions  in 
capital  expenditure  do  not  hold  back  the  provision  of  these 
services  for  too  long. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  (Continued) 


Sewage  disposal  works  on  Council  house  estates  have 
received  frequent  inspection.  These  plants  are  working 
satisfactorily.  The  contents  of  the  r-btling  tanks  and 
humus  tanks  are  removed  at  regular  intervals. 

In  the  remainder  pf  the  district  sewage  disposal 
at  individual  premises  where  facilities  exist,  is  mainly 
by  private  septic  tank,  and  in  other  cases  pail  closets 
and  some  privvies  are  in  use. 

Cesspo.dL  emptying  throughout  the  district  is  at 
present  carried  out  by  private  contractors  upon  payment. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  question  of  rate-borne  assistance 
was  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  curbside  collection  of  refuse  is  operated  by  the 
Council  fortnightly  throughout  the  district.  Most  of  the 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Shobdon,  the  tip  at 
Risbury  is  expected  to  be  filled  early  in  1968,  and  little 
refuse  is  tipped  at  Brirafield. 

Space  for  tipping  has  been  extended  at  Shobdon  during 
the  year  and  after  removal  of  small  trees  should  provide  for 
the  Council’s  needs  for  a  further  five  years. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  necessary  to  arrange  for 
regular  covering  of  the  tip,  and  plant  is  hired  periodically 
to  level  and  cover.  It  is  hoped  that  the  shortage  of  soil 
experienced  in  the  past  will  be  overcome  by  excavation  from 
the  new  tipping  area. 

Weekly  cleansing  of  laybys  on  the  A. 49  trunk  road  and 
on  other  classified  roads  is  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council,  and  from  time  to  time  accummulations  of  refuse  left 
by  itinerant  traders  has  to  be  removed  from  laybys  created  by 
road  improvements. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  refuse  collection  services 
were  curtailed  in  certain  parts  of  the  district  due  to  the 
Foot  and  Mouth  disease  outbreak.  Among  other  things,  this 
outbreak  served  to  emphasise  the  need  for  tips  to  be  "controlled" 
and  adequate  cover  given  to  the  refuse. 

The  Government  working  party  on  refuse  collection 
produced  its  report  during  the  year,  and  their  recommendations 
applicable  to  the  Leominster  and  Wigmore  R.D.C.,  include  the 
abolition  of  the  curbside  collection  system,  the  introduction 
of  a  paper  sack  system  of  collection  and  a  weekly  collection 
of  refuse.  Further  thought  will  have  to  be  given  and  action 
taken  to  improve  the  Council’s  service  along  these  lines,  but 
for  the  time  being  financial  restrictions  hold  back  any  advance. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  was  passed  in  July,  placing 
obligations  upon  local  authorities  to  provide  places  for  the 
deposit  of  refuse  and  bulky  items,  and  introducing  powers  for 
the  removal  of  abandoned  vehicles.

OVERCROWDING 


One  case  of  overcrowding,  in  a  Council  house,  was  investigated 
during  the  year.  This  was  abated  immediately  when  the  persons 
causing  the  overcrowding  found  alternative  accommodation. 

Investigation  into  an  alleged  case  proved  that  whilst  the 
house  was  ’crowded'  it  was  not  statutorily  overcrowded. 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 

There  are  22  permanent  and  temporary  residential  sites  in 
the  district  licenced  for  a  total  of  35  caravans.  During  the 
year  5  licences  were  renewed  and  3  new  licences  were  issued  in 
respect  of  these  sites.

Milk  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  a  specified  area  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 »  &ad  only  heat  treated  and  T.T.  milk 
(now  called  Untreated  milk)  is  allowed  to  be  sold  retail. 

The  heat  treated  milk  retailed  in  the  district  is 
supplied  to  the  retailers  by  three  firms  outside  the  area. 
Untreated  (farm  bottled)  milk  is  supplied  by  several  local 
farmers . 


There  are  five  dairies  (excluding  farm  dairies) 
registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959* 
These  are  all  merely  premises  in  which  bottled  milk  is  stored 
pending  delivery. 

During  the  year  50  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  from 
producer/retailers  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Worcester  for  tests  to  be  carried  out  for  the  presence  of 
M.  tuberculosis  and  Brucella  Abortus.  4  samples  from  the  herd 
of  one  producer/retailer  were  found  to  be  positive  for  Brucella 
Abortus,  and  the  cows  secreting  the  infected  milk  were  identified 
and  removed  from  the  herd.
